Younghusband served 11 political agent 
uf the Indian Government in Hunza and in 
Chitral for some years, As those States 
aro un the borders of Tibet, he was thus 
able to gain a great deal of knowledge about 
the Thiketans which muat ba of service to 
him at the presenf-time. Sulsequently he 
vas political agent in the Indinn netive 
State of Hatoati and Tonk, and his know- 
ledge of the intrigues of native courts is 
probably surpassed by that of no other 
A\nglo- Indian. Whenuver he tried to in- 

forms he needed tu be on his 
wl ‘inate hin. 
Ho starte 
thoreughgoing refurmer, 
cooled his enthusiast. 

When the war with the Chitralis broke 
aut in 1895 the Younghusband brothers 
hath managed to join the British invading 
expedition, and) both were appeinted 
spegial correspondents of the London 
Times.

BACK FROM AFRICA. 


Roturn of the ‘Tweeddale.’ 


How the First Batch of 
Coolies Acted, 

‘The a.8, Tweeddale, which left Hongkong 
on May 26, for South Africa, with 1065, 
coolics for the mines, arrived back this 
morning. Krom the accounts of the voyage 
we have listenod to, it would seem that no 
one would be justified in saying that tho 
trip was o monotonous one, 

After Icaving Hongkong all went well 
fora fow days, the coolies behaving in a 
model fashion, evidently considering them- 
selves lucky at securing such comfortable 

wartera and such an abundance of good 
vod, Just after passing the Sunda Straita 
a case of beri beri was reported, tho first 
case of sickness of any kind that had been 
notified, Previously to this all the cooties 
had boen vaccinated on board. Thence 
forward, however, cases of beri beri wore 
of constant occurrence, and three deaths 
took place. Arrangements were made for 
tho burial of the decgasod at sea, and 
atrange to telato no notice was taken of it 
by tho other coolies, All thoy wantod 
waa to got tid of the bodies; they, them: 
solves, would not even handle them. 
The outbregk continued, and by the time 
Durban was reached no loss than 40 coolica 
wore suffering from tho disease. Whilo in 
Dorban fourteen frosh casoa were reported, 
and five deaths cccarred, bringing the total 
up to 64 cases, Sdeaths. Tho sick mon were 
not landed with the healthy coolies, but 
retainod on board, und on tho return jour- 
noy the Teeeddale carried 39 cvo.ies back, 
threo of whom diod, one expiring just an 
port was reachod to-day. e total of 
deaths was therefore, cleven. 

Tho outbreak of beri-beri is believed to 
havo been caused by the presenco in the first 
instance of a couple of incipient cases among 
the coolies. Those cases could not be de- 
tected when tho mon were being taken on 
board tho vosaol. It was also considered 
highly probable that the iron decks were in 
great meaaure roaponsibls tor tho severity 
of the outbreak. The coolica slept on 
mattinga on wet decks, or decks that wore 
barely dry,and in consequence, a consider- 
cble amount of sweating wos promoted, 
which sssisted the progress of the disease. 

The prosence of afow Knglish-apoaking 
Chinese among the coolies was responsible 
for n ccrtain amount of trouble with the 
ship's officers. On one occasion an English: 
rpeaking coolio tried to raise a row by 
declaring that murder had been committed 
on board. ‘The cooks havo thrown two 
coolies overboard,’ he said. Such a raport, 
if bolieved by tho majority of the coolioa, 
would have had the offect, probably, of 
causing a mutiny. On it coming to the 
ears of the Qsptain of the ship bo causod 
the instigator to bo taken up on to tho 
bridge, whore, in full view of tho cooliea, 


he was put in irons and taken into | P 


the whoel-house. There he was to rerasin 
for twelve hours. But the coolies objected 
to this, A number of the prisoner's friends 
guthered round the Indder leading to tho 
bridgo and demanded hip instant release. 
This boing refused, they commonced to 
shout and threaten that if he was not ro- 
leased forthwith they would bresk open the 
wheo!-house and rescue him. 

‘Ho is to remain thoro for twelve hours,’ 
was the roply, ‘and if mach more noise is 
heard there will bo several othors with 
him, and we will keep him there always. 

. ‘Thon the coolies demanded that a dopa- 
tation be allowed to go.up tho ladder and 
geo that he was being treated properly. 
This also way refused, and the coolics, sec- 
ing that the officers of the sbip wero in 
earnest, desisted from 
elamouring; The Prisoner was confined in 
the wheel-houso for eighteen hours, in- 
stead of the twelve- ox originally decid 
the extra six hours being put on as a. warn- 
ing to the coolies chat the Captain and his 
offjoora wore masters of the veosel. When
